BEGIN SUMMARY: NATIONAL REQUEST TO ELY INTO SCHIPHOL COULD 
NOT BE ANSWERED BY DUTCH BEEORE JUNE 24 AT EARLIEST. DUTCH 
OFEICIAL LEFT OPENING FOR APPROVAL IF REQUEST CAN BE MADE 
TO APPEAR TO EIT UNDER BILATERAL. END SUMMARY. 

1. VICE PRESIDENT OF NATIONAL AIRLINES, DAN BROCK, CALLED ON 
US THIS MORNING (JUNE 21) TO EXPLORE CHANCES EOR NATIONAL 
TO OPERATE INTO AMSTERDAM'S SCHIPHOL AIRPORT IF US-UK TALKS 
FAIL. BROCK SAID NATIONAL APPLIED YESTERDAY TO CAB FOR 
NECESSARY EXEMPTION. BROCK HAD SEEN KLM VICE PRESIDENT WASS- 
ENBERG AND SCHIPHOL OEFICIAL RIKKELMAN, WHO HE SAID 

WERE TRYING TO WORK OUR ARRANGEMENTS. AFTER DISCUSSIONS AT 
EMBASSY, HE CALLED ON CIVIL AVIATION SERVICE (RLD) DEPUTY 
DIRECTOR GENERAL ZWANENBURG. EMBASSY OFFICER ACCOMPANIED HIM. 

2. ZWANENBURG DASHED BROCK'S HOPES OF OBTAINING QUICK APPRO- 
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VAL. SINCE ANY FORMAL REQUEST FROM US FOR NATIONAL WOULD HAVE 
TO BE SUBMITTED TO TRANSPORTATION MINISTER WESTERTERP, EARL- 
IEST ANSWER WOULD BE ON ERIDAY, JUNE 24. ZWANENBURG ALSO 
EXPLAINED THAT REQUEST FOR NATIONAL WOULD PLACE NETHERLANDS 
GOVERNMENT IN AWKWARD POSITION VIS-A-VIS THE UK, WHICH HE 
SAID HAD ALREADY INFORMALLY VOICED DISPLEASURE OVER PAN AM- 
ERICA'S ABILITY TO REROUTE LONDON FLIGHTS INTO SCHIPHOL. 
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RLD HAD DEFENDED ITS DECISION ON PAN AMERICAN ON GROUNDS 
THAT PAN AMERICAN IS A DESIGNATED CARRIER UNDER BILATERAL 
AGREEMENT. NATIONAL IS NOT. ZWANENBURG ADDED THAT FRANCE'S 
REJECTION OFBOTH NATIONAL'S AND TWA'S REQUEST FOR EXTRA FLIGHTS 
INTO PARIS ISOLATED NETHERLANDS AND BELGIAN. 

3. ZWANENBURG TOLD BROCK THAT RLD WOULD PERMIT NATIONAL 
FLIGHT TO LAND TOMORROW ON EMERGENCY BASIS IF LONDON REFUSED 
LANDING PERMISSION FOR FLIGHT ALREADY IN THE AIR. BUT HE MADE 

IT CLEAR THAT NATIONAL WOULD NOT RECEIVE FURTHER "EMERGENCY" 
LANDING RIGHTS IF IT ATTEMPTED TO USE THIS AS OPENING 
WEDGE INTO AMSTERDAM. BROCK SAID HE UNDERSTOOD AND INDICATED 
THAT HE WOULD RECOMMEND THAT NATIONAL NOT SEEK TO BRING FLIGHT 
IN ON EMERGENCY BASIS. 

4. COMMENT: ZWANENBURG SAID THAT NATIONAL WOULD HAVE NO PROBLEM 
BEING ACCEPTED BY RLD IF IT WERE DESIGNATED AS A CARRIER BY 
USGOVERNMENT UNDER BILATERAL AGREEMENT. ALTHOUGH THIS SEEMS 
IMPRACTICAL UNDER CURRENT CIRCUMSTANCES, WE RECOMMENT THAT IF 
CAB AND STATE GRANT NATIONAL AN EXEMPTION TO THE REQUEST 

MAKE USE OF THE TERM "TEMPORARY DESIGNATION " AND CITE THE 
BILATERAL AGREEMENT. STRICTLY SPEAKING AN EXEMMPTION IS 
NOT COVERED BY THE BILATERAL, BUT ZWANENBURG LEFT NATIONAL 
AN OPENING IF REQUEST APPEARS TO FIT INTO BILATERAL THROUGH 
USE OF ARTFUL LANGUAGE. 
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
